Shoud Euclid Avenue Be One Way Drive? 


The agitation that Euclid avenue through Upland should 
be a one way -traffie artery will not be downed. It pops up fre. 
quently—and of course there are supporters of the idea and 
there are also those who appose it. 

Traffic is continually increasing on the avenue—and the fact |. 


that it is a one way street through Ontario makes it confusing 


to many from a distance who are not acquainted with the fact 
that in Upland the same rule does not apply. To us it seems 
that the same regulation should be in effect in both cities. We 
gaw a near accident in Upland not so long ago because the 
driver of a truck—thinking the avenue a one way artery through 
Upland as well as in Ontario—in passing another vehicle from 
the rear refused to give the right of way to a car coming from 
the opposite direction because he thought the latter was driving 
on the wrong side of the street. 

Euclid avenue should be a one way drive at least as far north 
as Nineteenth street—if not to Twenty-fourth street. During 
recent years there has been an enormous increase in traffie on 
Ruclid between Nineteenth street and Foothill boulevard, this 
being the result of motorists using the cut-off in the extreme 
north part of San Bernardino and coming to Upland on Nine- 
teenth thence down Euelid to Foothill, instead of driving south 
through the main part of San Bernardino to Foothill as they 


return from the mountain resorts. The same 
—is used when they go to the resorts. 

We believe the main objection to making Euelid avenue a 
one way thoroughfare through Upland comes from those who 
would be compelled to drive some distance to the interseetions 
they would be compelled to use in crossing over to the proper 
traffic lane. This would be not only an inconvenience, but it 
would also be quite an expense over a period of time on account 
of additional gasoline used. However, this objection could be 
overcome to a very great extent by putting crossings 
at a point half way between the numbered streets, which are 
now about one-fourth mile apart. If this were done, we believe 
it would eliminate the objections of those who are now opposed 
to the one way traffic idea. This was done by the city of Ontario 
in a number of instances. 

Without doubt there will come a time—and not so very far 
distant—when it will be imperative to make Euclid avenue 
trrough Upland a one way artery on account of the heavy traf- 
fic. Most thoroughfares with parking in the middle and,traffic 
lanes on each side are one way streets. It would simply mat- 
ters considerably if Euclid avenue were the same.

If we are to believe the reports, Congress is at last showing 
some indications of ‘‘economy mindedness.’’ It is no secret that 
the towering all time high national debt — which recently 
reached $36,600,000,000—is worrying the legislators at the na- 
tional capital. And that is plenty for them to worry about— 
for more reasons than one. For one thing there is the matter of 
another national election before many years pass—and promises 
of reduced national debt and reduced taxes show no indications 
of being fulfilled. The principal adverse effects of this gigantic 
debt—and resulting continual increase in taxes—fall mostly up- 
on the poor and the moderately well-to-do. Today our dollar 
buys considerably less than for some time—because a great part 
of the high tax is included in the price of every article we buy. 
Now— if Congress will follow up their ‘‘great concern’’ over the 
national debt by doing something about it in the way of bringing 
about a reduction it would indicate a sincere concern, A policy 
ef budget balancing and debt reduction would do more toward 
bringing real recovery than all the expensive political panaceas 
the Democratic administration has so far devised.

Although the State does not want it so, it is California’s 
chief landlord. State Controller Harry B. Riley points out that 
more than two million acres of land once owned by private in- 
dividuals has reverted to the state for non-payment of taxes— 
and that there are also in excess of one hundred thousand city 
lots—both improved and unimproved—which the state now 
owns.

The sole interest 
of the state is to restore this property to tax rolls for taxation. 
Bvery parcel of land that goes to the state is that much less for 
taxation in the district wherein it lies. Controller Riley has 
pointed out that owners can redeem their land after it has been 
deeded to the state and urges them not to part with their title 
without investigating their rights.

Cost of maintaining Euclid ave- 
nue parkway, the D street. park, 
San Antonio park, other parks here 
and the replanting of trees during 
the year will be $5,405, according 
to an analysis of the recently 
adopted city budget.

Ottawa being the capital of Can- 
ada, improvements are always be- 
ing made, new parks being laid 
out, new driveways being built— 
some. way to spend the people’s 
money. The Governor-General was 
away out west and north for a trip 
and as the Rideau House—his of- 
ficial residence when in Ottawa— 
grounds were open for a few hours 
daily we took the opportunity to 
go up there one afternoon and look 
around. There are lovely, spacious 
lawns all around the residence and 
everywhere one looked there were 


| beautiful flowers and nicely kept 


hedges—also red-coated Mounties. 
The Mounties are the official 


| guards both at the Parliament 


buildings and all government prop- 
erty. One chap we had as a guide 
was very nice and when he saw c.ur 
California license plat: could not 
do enough for us, showing us all 
there was to see and letting us take 
pictures all over the grounds. They 
are that way with all American 
tourists and I suppose with all oth- 
ers, too—and they did not look for 
tips but seemed pleased to be of 
any assistance they could. Quite 
different from one public ‘building 
we went through, where the guide 
informed us that tips were per- 
missible—and he said it loud 
enough so all the party he was tak- 
ing through would be sure to hear 
him, 


One evening we went to Arn- 
prior, about 40 miles up the Otta- 
wa river, to a cousin's home. It 
was a lovely drive, the road run-j 
ning along the Ottawa river all the 
way, and is the same one that goes 
to North Bay and is heavily trav- 
elled by people going to see the 
quints. What roads we have trav- 
elled on have been either paved or 
graded, with a graveled surface. 
Of course, this means main roads— 
when one gets on the side roads in 
the country they are just as they 
were 30 years ago in the horse and 
buggy days. 

We put in two days in Ottawa 
and then returned to my aunt’s 
farm near Brockville, my home 
town. While there we visited many 
relatives and friends and fnet many 
others I had completely forgotten 
until brought to memory again. 
The old town is much the same— 
and yet isn’t. Lots of changes and 
new buildings but the town itself 
looks as good as ever. Nice new 
park now and dandy place \o swim 
and camp, but hardly any of the 
old faces I used to know and some 
of those I did know well had to be 
pointed out to me before I recog- 
nized them. 

Have had lots of rain here at 
Peterborough and the crops all 
look good, Haying is done and lots 
of places grain has been cut, but 
in most places the oats and wheat 
are just ripening. 

We made a short journey to the 
Blue Church—called so because it 
has always been painted blue since 
time memorial—and it is here that 
Barbara Heck, the “father” of Me- 
thodism in Canada and the United 
States, is buried. There is a nice 
monument in the little cemetery 
at the church, erected by Metho- 
dists of both countries, and many 
of her relatives are also buried 
there. She left the States and set- 
tled in these parts in the late ’70s. 
Also when on this ride we visited 

{ the little churchyard of the English 
church at Maitland where my fa- 
ther and mother are buried along 
with most of the members of our 
family. This church was erected 
in 1720.
